He also intimated 
that the postal bank feature would not 
he Incorporated untU a new system had 
been adopted by this country.

CHARGES OF GRAFT 


MADE AGAINST ISTHMIAN CA¬ 
NAL COMMISSION. 


Congressman William Bennett Refers 
To Paint and Cement Purchases 
In a Letter. 


New York, Aug. 26.—Representative 
William F. Rennet, in a letter to the 
Secretary of War, mad© public to-day. 
Charges the purchasing department of 
the Isthmian Canal Commission with 
gross extravagance unci favoritism In 
connection with the purchase of paint 
used for the barges, dredge® and other 
vosaeis engaged In canal work. His 
letter, he says. Is only the opening gun 
in a campaign which he hopes may re¬ 
sult in th»* establishment of a central 
purchasing bureau for the Government. 

“It is reasonable to assume.'' the id¬ 
ler concludes, "that a purchasing de¬ 
partment which Ini® brought nearly 
fourteen times as much of an article 
as was necessary and under circum¬ 
stances where apparently it could not 
be used. Is engaged In other similar and 
possibly larger incnsuctlons.*' 

Ir. a supplementary statement to¬ 
night. Mr Bennet says: 

“The contract system In all Govern¬ 
ment departments Is subject to criti¬ 
cism. There should be a central pur¬ 
chasing bureau for the United States 
Government and then tb« possibilities 
of graft would b© reduced to a mini¬ 
mum. I have Information of peculiari¬ 
ties not alone about paint In connection 
with the purchasing department of the 
Canal Commission, but ©bout cement 
and other materials There in one in¬ 
stance I know of. where a contract for 
cement was cloned with a concern, 
whose price wa** between $600,000 an ! 
$800,000 above thui of the lowest bid¬ 
der."

Betbeny Aviation Field, Rhelms, Aug

han yesterday.

The Republican machine yesterday 
made a frightened gTab for th© election 
machinery when they forced Sheriff 
Charles Scholl out of office and agreed 
to appoint George T. Cross to that 
lucrative and responsible places Early 
In th© day the machine announced the 
shift. Late In th© day there was no 
record at the courthouse that Mr. Schou 
had resigned or that Mr. Cross had 
been appointed, but finally the record 
wus supplied. 

Thla lightning change was made be¬ 
cause the Republican cabal had decided 
that a* Sheriff Mr. Scholl was In¬ 
eligible to serve on the Board of Elec¬ 
tion Commissioners, that W. L. Weller, 
the Democratic Clruclt Clerk, following 
the law and precedent, was by virtuo 
of his office the chairman of that board. 
This finding w*us not In accord with 
th© oft-repeated assertions of Sheriff 
Scholl, who has taken occasion each 
time the story that he w*as Ineligible 
waa circulated, to deny vehemently 
the truth of the assertion and also that 
he would rotire from th* office. 

Although County Judge Arthur Peter 
is away on bl* vacation and Judge 
Edward Meglemry is acting County 
Judge, the operation of amputating Mr. 
Scholl nominally from hi* Job wa* com¬ 
pleted ln short shrift, whether Mr. 
Scholl waa willing or not. for the good 
of the party. Although Judge Peter did 
not rec©4ve th© resignation of Mr. Scholl 
until 5 o'clock yesterday evening it was 
announced early In th© afternoon that 
Mr. Scholl had resigned and that Mr. 
Cross had been appointed to succeed 
him. Since no successor to Mr. Scholl 
could bo appointed until after Mr. 
Scholl had resigned it would appear 
that someone els© was accepting res¬ 
ignations and making appointments for 
Judge Peter. 

The hurried action of the Republican 
machine waa due to the fact that Wil¬ 
liam L. Weller.

Gentlemen: The special committee provided for by resolu¬ 
tion of the Board of Directors, August 26, 1908, to make investi¬ 
gation as to the complaint of Mr. C. M. Bullitt that the 
Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates for service in this city, and was discriminating 
in rates amongst its patrons, etc., have to report that they have 
carefully made inquiry as to the facts and have failed to find a 
single instance in which said telephone company has charged a 
rate for any of the various classes of telephone service other 
than was determined by the old committee of the Board of Trade 
(which agreement was to determine the rate for a term of three 
years) in its report submitted to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade, September 4, 1907, nor have we found any dis¬ 
crimination as between patrons except that the increase in 
rates allowed by the old committee was not made by the tele¬ 
phone company to apply to all patrons at the same time, for 
the reason, as started by the company, that there were outstand¬ 
ing contracts between the company and its patrons which 
expired at different times, and for the further reason that it 
was not feasible for the company to at once so alter its rules as 
to make the new rates apply to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates determined upon by the old 
committee, under the agreement entered into between the Board 
of Directors and the Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company in April, 1907, are fair and reasonable, your committee 
have only to say that the old committee appear to have made 
a most thorough investigation of the whole subject, their in¬ 
quiry extending through five months, during which time they 
held sixteen meetings; had before them for interrogation officers 
and employes of the telephone company, and others, and the 
assistance of a high-grade, expert accountant employed by the 
committee, and we have nothing before us on which we can 
base an opinion that the old committee erred in their conclusion. 

Your committee desire to call your attention to the fact that 
under the agreement with the telephone company, the rates 
fixed by the old committee were to stand for three years from 
July 1, 1907, and that about one-half of that time has now ex¬ 
pired. If at the expiration of the full period of three years it 
is found that the profits of the telephone company, after care¬ 
ful and economical conducting of its business, have been great¬ 
er than should be allowed, the rates and charge for the future 
can be intelligently adjusted. 

We ask that this report be received and filed, and that the 
committee be discharged.

Be Argued October 12. 


THIRD SUIT ALSO OOES TO THE 
APPELLATE COURT. 


RESTRAINING ORDER GRANTED 
AS IN OTHER LITIGATION, 


RECEIVER FOR COAL COMPANY. 


Lexlngion, Ky.. Aug. 26 — (Special.)— 
A third suit to retrain th# city from 
adopting the Lazarus contract or a 
sltnlllar contract with the waterworks 
company was called before Judge Watts 
Parker in the Circuit Court to-day and 
a temporary Injunction granted, aa had 
been previously done In tho suits of 
J. T. Slade and J. H Hostetter. Charles 
H. Stoll, who has been the attorney for 
the plaintiff In the Hostetter case. Is 
the plaintiff In the third suit. When 
the ease waa called this morning Mr. 
Stoll made a motion that the records 
In the Slade and Hostetter cases be 
considered as read in the Stoll caJe, 
and that all three of the cases be con¬ 
sidered by the Court of Appeals at the 
same time. This was agreed to by the 
attorneys for the city and water com¬ 
pany, and thereupon the court entered 
an order for a temporary injunction In 
the Stoll case. Dond was executed by 
the plaintiff in the sum of 62,000.

Argument In October. 


Mr Stoll was unwilling to argue the 
rase before the Court of Appeals un¬ 
til after October 11, when frosts may 
be expected, on account of his hay 
fever. The order was then drawn up 
and it was agreed by counsel to set 
October 12 as the time for arguing the 
three cases before the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, where the Slade and Hoertetter 
suits had already been taken. 

The contract between the water com¬ 
pany and the city of Lexington ex¬ 
pires next January and the point of 
all three of the Injunction suits filed Is 
to restrain the city from making a con¬ 
tract with the waterworks company for 
twenty-five years In the form offered 
by Alderman Fred Lazarus and known 
as the Lazarus contract. In the hear¬ 
ing of the Hofrtetter case Mr Stoll 
charged and attempted to prove that 
Alderman Lazarus and other Council- 
men and city officials owned stock In 
the water company, and were attempt¬ 
ing to railroad the I«axarus contract 
through the City Council, to the detri¬ 
ment of the interest* of the city.

”In so fair and Just a court it Is ex¬ 
ceeding rare for an innocent man to 
be condemned; nor is it easy there for 
the guilty to eweape The skill of the 
Judg»* in detecting guilt was shown In 
the conduct of another ease from 
Birmingham. Several men were indict¬ 
ed for riot. They concocted an elab¬ 
orate scheme to prove an alibi. The 
ordinary false testimony for that pur¬ 
pose is usually detected by lark of 
agreement among the witnesses as to 
detail*. In this Instance there was 
much detail, but perfect accord. The 
evidence for the prosecution was weak 
and unconvincing. Experienced attor¬ 
neys saw no alternative to an acquit¬ 
tal; but the Judge seemed possessed 
of a suspicion.

Corn Crop In Cotton State*. 


“Mississippi and Louisiana will 
grow more corn this year than in any 
year since the war.” said Edward 
Aaron, a real estnte man of New Or¬ 
leans. to-day. “Hundreds of planters 
who hod sown their fields in cotton 
plowed them up in June because of 
the ravages of the boll weevil and 
planted corn. This will mean that for 
the first time in many years these two 
States will have enough corn to supply 
their own needs and some to selb at 
the same time, and the cotton crop 
will be about as It was last year. 

Some of the planters were perhaps a 
little too hasty In plowing up their 
cotton, because. I tls believed, many of 
the /lelds would have matured before 
the boil weevil had done much damage, 
but the planters got scared whbn the 
weevil made Its appearance and de¬ 
cided It was better to take no chances. 
The weevil, it is said, is traveling at 
the rate of twenty miles a year, and 
persons who have studied It believe 
that It eventually will disappear They 
point to the place of its first appear¬ 
ance In Texas, where now the weevil 
has entirely disappeared.

Circuit Court at Pensacola on W. S.

The applications for pardon of Rob¬ 
ert Gallagher and Walter E. Grace, 
convicted of the same charge, were 
denied by the President.

One of them was pardoned 
by President Roosevelt after serving 
five of his thirteen months’ sentence.

Aug. 26.—Officials of ths 
Interior Department are busy to-day 
preparing their statement regarding the 
charges made by Louis 8. Glavli. chief 
of the field division of the General 
Land Office In the Northwest, with of¬ 
fices at Seattle. The report of Mr. 
GUvls was made to the President He 
Is understood to have attempted to 
show that high officials of the Interior 
Department were unnecessarily con¬ 
cerned in the expedition of what are 
known a* the Cunningham claims to 
valuable coal lands In Alaska. 

The President coiled upon the de¬ 
partment officials for a report upon the 
matter. 

A decision by First Assistant Secre¬ 
tary Frank Pierce, of the Department 
of the Interior, now acting secretary, 
dated May 19. 1909, It is declared hero, 
would have clearly listed and patented 
the Cunningham claims, had not Attor¬ 
ney General WIckersham overruled his 
action on an appeal made by Louis R. 
Glavla. In this decision addressed to 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, and referring, it is declared, in 
some quarter*, to the Cunningham case. 
Mr. Pierce said: 

“I have to advise you that the act of 
May 20. 1908. was a curative act and 
should be liberally construed *o as to 
further the object intended to be ad¬ 
vanced by said legislation, namely, the 
consolidation of coni claims In Alaska, 
initiated prior to November 12. 1906. 
through means of association* or cor- 
porvlon*. so a* to permit of the ac¬ 
quirement of title to contiguous loca¬ 
tions. not exceeding 2.560 acres. 

“It is assumed thnt the difficulty 
with which your office Is confronted 
In passing upon these application* Is 
merely that technical objection might 
have been raised ns to the good faith 
of the claimant or entry man. because 
of the understanding, arrangement or 
agreement contemplated or entered into 
with reaped to the completion of such 
entries prior to the passage of the act 
of May 28. 1908. With respect thereto 
I am of the opinion that to *o limit the 
scope and purpose of the ad of 1908. 
where the only objection thereto Is an 
arrangement of the rharnot^r speclfte- 
ally described in your letter, the same 
might and should be accepted and 
passed to patent.” 

After reciting the question at tseue. 
Mr. WIckersham In hi* opinion over¬ 
ruling Mr. Pierce, said: 

”1 am of opinion that If the agree¬ 
ments of the arrangements mentioned 
In your letter were entered Into by lo- 
caters of coal lands In Alaska after 
they had made their locations in good 
faith and In their own Interest alone, 
such locations may under the pro¬ 
visions of the act of May 28.

1 am of opinion that 
if such agreement* or arrangements 
were entered into prior to *uch loca¬ 
tions being made, such locations do not 
come within the provisions of said act, 
and cannot be lawfully passed to en¬ 
try and patents.”

The *en>on of th* county fair Is at 
Ills height. At least half a dozen fairs 
'"are In progress In Kentuck; and from 
now* until well along In October others 
-tv111 be gnlng on In various sections 
of the State Of late years there has 
boon a revival of interest In these 
time-honored Institutions. In conse¬ 
quence there an* more fairs and better 
ones. Old fair associations have been 
‘ rejuvenated and new ones have been 
£^ors*nfzcd and those who desire to see 
- hn exhibition of the kind, no matter In 
part of Kentucky they reside, do 
not have a long Journey ahead. 

' The old-time fair, with Us wealth of 
devices and Its paucity of 
1 ‘exhibits, has passed away. Latter day 
fairs are conducted with more circum- 
spectlon and with more regard for law 
and order. The chief reason, perhaps. 
^ ,for the Institution falling into dlsre- 
* jmte was the lax and lawless and un¬ 
systematic manner by which most of 
the old Institutions wore characterized. 
They do things differently nowadays, 
and the new methods are bringing the 
;TfaIr Into a popular favor which It did 
not attain in farmer timoa. 

T Every progressive county where ug- 
= ricuKur.il interests predominate, as 
* trv.^they do In most Kentucky counties, can 
orginUo and hold a successful fair. 
Properly managed, such fairs aro edu- 
aatlve, edifying and on aid to general 

I 'Progress. They stimulate the ambition 
of the farmer to excel hi* neighbor In 
the quality of his farm products. Thoy 
5 . move the stock raiser to more care- 

{ ful efforts to improve his horse* and 
l cattle, his hogs and sheep. They sup¬ 
ply an Incentive to the capable house - 
1 wife to display the arts and creations 
of her handicraft. They furnish an 
opportunity fbr the enterprising manu¬ 
facturer of farming Implements and 
household utensils to place samples 
of his goods before the buying public. 
They add greatly to the social side 
of rural life, which is often too much 
neglected. 

The county fair Is a sort of annual 
home-oomlng. a place of reunion of 
families and friends, a diversion alike 
fur the dw*Uer on the farm and the In¬ 
habitant of the country town. It lias 
Its distinctive features, some of them 
long familiar, but it Is never without 
, Its Attractions and Its novelties. Pos¬ 
sibly they would present little of ln- 
m %merest to resident© of metropolitan 
** cities or to persons who have traveled

“But the question Is when shall we see 
the reallzadon of such flattering end se¬ 
ductive promises? To-day a new oppor¬ 
tunity presents itself and we shall soon 
see whether the doctrine of 'the Phil¬ 
ippines ft>r the Filipinos' is to bo upheld 
In truth or whether it Is only an empty 
phrase uttered to deceive and mielnsd sn 
impatient people. 

“In our opinion the designation of a 
Filipino for the office of Vico Oovernor 
would be a great step toward that F11- 
lplnlzatlcn so solemnly and constantly 
promised.’* * 

The question of when ’’FlllplnJxa- 
tlon" is to be realized is one that puz¬ 
zle* others than natives of our balmy, 
palmy Islands. One political party 
promises Independence, and another 
urges the granting of u. But neither 
expects any radical change In the 
status of the Islands within the next 
half century. There are those In both 
parties who believe that the Philip¬ 
pines will be under American fule a 
century* hence. The outside world does 
not believe that the Philippines and the 
United States will ever bo sundered by 
anything lean than a mailed fist. Ani 
the Government Is building and pro¬ 
jecting fortifications that will make 
Manila Bay a substantial naval base. 

Just when the tendency In the direc¬ 
tion of "FlllplnlEation" will reach Its 
highest point It Is difficult to gue^ 
but there will doubtless be a limit.

Fruitless Task For the President. 

None of the seven tasks of Hercules 
was harder than the taric that President 
Tuft will tackle if he carries out his 
announced determination to defend In 
public epcothes tho tariff law which Is 
being assailed by the three Jolly mus¬ 
keteers, Mr. La Folleite. Mr. Cummins 
and Mr. Beveridge. 

It Is not so much for what they aro 
as because of what they are opposing 
that the three radicals are so popular 
at the present time, Mr. Beveridge has 
literally been heaved upward by the 
wavo of resentment against special in¬ 
terest legislation that marks the begin¬ 
ning of the present Administration. No 
member of the Senate has been more 
widely ridiculed for his pretensions as 
champion of the people than the rather 
sky-scraping gentleman from Indiana 
was until a short time ago. Mr. La Fol- 
letie came to Washington known rather 
as a fire-eater than as a statesman. Mr 
Cummins has grown in public estima¬ 
tion but recently. A public fairly con¬ 
servative has commended these mem¬ 
bers of Congress because their position 
upon the tariff question has been so 
much fairer than that of the recognized 
leaders of tho party In power that It 
makes a choice between the one side 
and tho other easy. 

As tho Courier-Journal observed at 
the time, the spectacle of the President 
fnaklng a formal apology to the Nation 
for the failure of the new tariff law to 
redeem the pledges of his party was 
somewhat lamentable His announced 
effort to elaborate that apology Into an 
explanation and a defense, upon ai\ ex¬ 
tended tour of the country. 1* fore¬ 
doomed to fruitlessness. The Presi¬ 
dent* might have vindicated himself by 
vytolng the bill when it cams to him 
hot from the molds of the Aldrich-Can 
non combination, stamping the extra 
session as a failure. Presumably he 
swallowed his dissatisfaction wlt^ the 
measure rather than “disturb business" 
with a veto. The bill having becomo a 
law the least said about ft the better 
for those responilble for It. A defense 
by the President, upon a 15,000-mllc 
tour, will merely reawaken debate. It 
will afford his enemies a much relished 
opportunity to reply to his arguments 
And the President'* forte Is not debate.

To quote: • 

“The white heron egret—you well rank | 
that, madam and miss, as one of the most 
beautiful of plumes. Hut do not suppose I 
that its high price Is the result of Its 
beauty It costs ynur {nllttfaer an 
ounce because the coveted plume la grown 
only In the breeding season; 1*-<th© 
mother birds, who bear It. must then l»© 
shot, without any hint of a^orl/ while 
actually on their nests, because, therefore, 
each and every egret, of wnatever finally 
dyed color, and worn by however appar¬ 
ently tender a woman, means the sacrifice 
of the parent and the ruthless desertion 
of the starving young, it ’p expensive 
because your liking for It has nearly 
wiped out of existence the birds from 
which It can be obtained.*’ 

From the frequency with which they 
are published it seems not unlikely that 
photographs of the murdered egret, 
lying prone before Huffy fledgelings 
that look with Inquiring eyes at th© 
plight of their provider, are kept upon 
the shelf by the publishers of maga- 
stnes Surely the cause Is a good one. 
Keeping such photographs on hand In a 
humanitarian effort to stamp out an 
infamous practice Is not blameworthy. 
But If we are to call a halt upon the 
Industry of slaughtering ornamental 
birds for the adornment of headgeast 
and upon the wanton destruction of 
birds by the youngster with the rifle, 
the dollars-and-cenU side of the argu¬ 
ment. rather than Its sentimental side, 
must be emphasised. 

Mr. Kauffman does good missionary 
work when he drops the futile appeal 
to tho fashionable mother to consider 
the cruelty' of the slaughter of egrets 
with .young and explains that a pair 
of rose-breasted grosbeak can kill njore 
potato bugs In a given time than two 
boys with a bucket of parts froeo* and 
that the kllldeer, killed for hat decora¬ 
tion. is the natural enemy of the boll 
weevil that costs the cotton planters 
$20,000,000 a year. 

It is not probgblo that parasites 
would disappear from the craps If the 
ncedloss slaughter of birds were dis¬ 
continued, but the damage would be 
lessened at a trifling sacrifice. Better 
laws will be made throughout the 
United States, and good law's better en¬ 
forced, only when educative literature, 
from the Bureau of Agriculture or oth¬ 
er sources, convinces tho constituents of 
the law maker that birds are worth sav¬ 
ing. The question that presents Itself 
Is how many species will be extermin¬ 
ated before such educative literature 
has Its effect. In tho meantime the 
plume-bearing herons, the pelicans and 
other birds Inhabiting the iouthern 
marshes will continue to be killed, at 
breeding time and at other times, so 
long as there remain enough of them to 
Interest tho plume hunter. And the 
farmer In other parts of tho country 
will continue to support upon the one 
hand the parasites that prey upon his 
crops directly and upon the other the 
parasite who preys uporf them indirect¬ 
ly by wearing the wings or breast or 
the Insect destroyer upon her hat. Up 
to this time he has displayed Uttlo in¬ 
terest in laws to protect birds. 

A New York writer of Tenderloin 
plays has been charged with robbing 
his “lady friend.” As It seems to lie 
Impossible to prosecute tfie writer of 
such plays for his major crimes, let 
us hope that the penitentiary will hold 
him for & while for a minor one.

People will be Intorcsted in tho story 
that George H. Cushing tells In the 
American Magazine. His artlclo la en¬ 
titled ”H!!1 Against Harrlman/* and is 
the history of the ton-year struggle for 
the railroad supremacy of the West. 
The following Is an account of the suc¬ 
cessive steps Harrlman has made in 
becoming the '’master of more Tailroads 
then any other living man;" 

"In fear of Impending defeat, no 
doubt. Harrlman turned to the South, 
toward Huntington, who was getting 
old. When Huntington died the South, 
ern Pacific would fail Into th© hands 
of someone. Why not his? Moantime 
it would not be amis* to b© sitting 
complacently upon the doorstep next 
door, ready to move in. to Harrlman 
bought th© Union Pacifichnd connected 
with the Huntington lines at Ogden. 

"Another year or two wore out Oie 
slender thread of life to which Mr. 
Huntington hung, and over the fresh 
earth of his grave Mr. Harrlman 
marched to th* control of the Southern 
Pacific monopoly. 

"The general uncaay feeling of the 
year which ushered In this century 
ranched Uie sllezu shrewd, careful old 
watcher on the Northern prairie^ Mr. 
Hill had been tempted east of Chicago 
and had first pitched his tent upon the 
Baltimore and Ohio, falling back sub¬ 
sequently upon Erie, from which out¬ 
post he still watch d Ui© progress of 
the now movement. 

"Mr. Hill's syndicate, the Northern 
Securities Company, managed (not 
owned) two long thin strands of railway 
from the headwaters of the Mississippi 
to th© Pacific, and then controlled th© 
Oriental trade, together with the west¬ 
ward movement of cotton. Part of Its 
•upremacy depended upon the contin¬ 
ued friendliness of allies that bridged 
the gap between 8t. Paul and Chicago. 
If olther of hla friendly connections, 
the SL Paul or the Burlington (I omit 
the two Impossibles, the Northwestern 
and the Great Westerni should fait into 
stranger hands, of what avail tho Ori¬ 
ental trade? 

"Prevention of such a disaster took 
the form of oxldlng one of those roads 
—the St. Paul or the Burlington—to the 
holdings ofr the HU1 syndicate, and aft¬ 
er that a central government for the 
three roads, the Northern Securities 
Company. 

"But in tho meantime Harrlrpan was 
stirring, at the beginning it was only 
a skirmish, a fetnL Harrlman, sure of 
his ground because he knew that his 
following, the Standard Oil Syndicate, 
controlled the 8t. Paul,%led Hill Into a 
prolonged debate with his associates as 
to whether he should take over the 
Burlington at $200 or, the St. Paul at 
$*Z12 per share. 

•'What remnant of hi* boy hod In¬ 
genuousness ever convinced Hill that 
the 8t. Paul was really for uale, to him, 
no one can tell. While he was fluctuat¬ 
ing between the two properties, Harrl¬ 
man executed a flank movement and 
appeared In HIU’s rear, gaining a posi¬ 
tion perilously near to tho control or the 
Northern Pacific. 

"Hill's outposts on th© Erie were call¬ 
ed In (he hypothecated his stock and 
never reclaimed It) and all his fighting 
force was marshaled around the Twin 
Cities. To lose Northern Pacific meant 
an onemy encamped under on©’* tent 
flaps The opoostng forces forgot other 
Issues and went down to Wall street to 
fight It out. What happened—the un¬ 
masking of Harrlman’* fighting force 
by the disclosure c»f the Standard OH 
kyndteat© at his buck, the fusion of all 
the opposing coterie* around Hill, a 
comer*, and Northern Pacific stock at 
$1,000 a share, panic tn the money ren¬ 
ters. and then a compromise—Is all too 
well known to need more complete de¬ 
tailing. 

"When the compromise was reached 
In New York. Harrlman limped back 
home, the Standard Oil Syndicate let 
It be known th©>* could not sell the St. 
Paul to Mr. HUrs combination and the 
latter took peaceable possession of the 
alternative, th© Burlington. There was 
Harrlman’s blunder and hd saw It long 
ago If, Instead of trying to capture 
Northern Pacific, which was almost Im¬ 
possible to aoqutre, he had taken th* 
Burlington, which was for rale, he 
could have done the one thing that Hill 
foac© 1 ^ most; he could have shut him 
out of Chicago and broken the chain 
that bound the long transportation sy^ 
t#m together. That was one blot upon 
the Harrlman escutcheon; a delay of 
nearly seven years In buying the III! 
no!* Central was another. 

"When the battle was over—the HilL 
Morgan forces triumphant In the north¬ 
west and Harrlman retiring, defeated, 
to the throne of his southwestern mo¬ 
nopoly—It was Pound that the van¬ 
quished had suffered more than mere 
rout Hill remained master of the two 
northern roads, had made permanent 
his Chicago outlet nnd connection with 
the Illinois Central, and actually had 
Invaded Harrlman’s own field.”

A RIVER ON A RIDGE. 


Save one other, th© Yukon la Alas¬ 
ka, th* North Canadian river in Okln 
bom a la the only stream la th* United 
States whose bed haa a Metier altitude 
chan th* country on either aide of It* 
oourse. Throughout almoat Its entlpe 
course In Oklahoma this stream flow© 
in & groove on th* cr©*t of a rldg* and 
has no important iritoutarl**. General¬ 
ly flood water In rh© country adjacent 
to the North Canadian would have to 
run up MU to find outlet Into Its ohan- 
qel. says th* &L Louis Globe-Demo¬ 
crat. 

Th* watershed of Oklahoma slopes 
from the high plaJns country of the ex¬ 
treme western part of the State east¬ 
ward to the Arkansas River and In 
som* portions of bhe Slate southward 
and aouthoaaterly to Red Rtv«r, which 
separate* Oklahoma from Texas, the 
decline In altitude being from about 
8.000 feet tn the west to much less than 
1.000 feet at the eastern edge of the 
State. 

The North Canadian River, some¬ 
times called th* north fork of th* main 
or Souith Canadian River, is formed by 
the Junction of Wolf Creek and t*he 
Beaver near Fort Supply lo Woodward 
county. It runs parallel to the Cl mar 
ron, dhe Salt For*, the Sou eh Canadian 
and for a considerable distance the 
Deep Fork, the waters of all of which 
finally find their way to the Arkansas. 
Though the streams comparatively are 
close together, the North Canadian 
practically Is 300 feet higher than the 
Cimarron and 180 feat higher than the 
South Canadian. 

None of the trlbutarlei of the North 
Canadian extends further back than five 
or six miles from It* ohanned. In sev 
era! Instances, notably at Oklahoma 
City. It 1* only about two mile* north 
ward from the channel of the river to 
where the watershed of the Cimarron 
begins. At Shawnee, thirty mil©* east 
of Oklahoma City, two mil©* south of 
the North Canadian, begins the water¬ 
shed of the Soubh Canadian. In the 
Creek Nation In the neighborhood of 
Iy©nna the Deep Fork and rh# North 
Canadian are only about three miles 
airart. the former being a mud stream 
and th© latter filled wlrfh dangerous 
quicksands.

Of th© 4.S38.630 w«>m©n workers In 
the United States, according to the 
latest census returns. 44.3 per cent.— 
nearly half—are under 15 years of age. 
while 22 $ per cent, have not reached 
the age of 21. Of the ShS occupations 
In which bread-winners of the country 
are engaged, women have pre-empted 
a place In ell but nine. In the list of 
unusual pursuits adopted. 5 were pilots, 
10 were baggage women on steam rail¬ 
roads. 31 brakewomen and 36 switch- 
women, vardwomen and flagwomen; 43 
were carriage and hack drivers and 508 
machinists. 

A man who wanted a new house built 
might hav© all the work done by wom¬ 
en. for the report shows that beside* 
the 100 architects, who com© more 
properly under the "professions.” there 
arc 150 women builders and contractors 
In the United SiAtes, 167 women ma¬ 
sons.

JURY DECLARES PASTOR 

DID NOT LIBEL FLOCK. 


The action of the officers and direc¬ 
tors of the old Continental National 
Bank In merging the Interests of that 
Institution with those of the Commercial 
Bank and Trust Company about five 
weeks ago was unanimously Indorsed 
at a* ajM*clal called me* ting of the 
stockholders yesterday afternoon. The 
conference was held In the offices of 
Flexner A Campbell, attorneys, In the 
Paul Jones building, and lasted from 
3 o’clock to 6 o’clock In the afternoon. 
Of the bank’s 2,000 shares nf stock 1,- 
363 2-3 shares were represented at the 
meeting. Th© greater part of this 
property was represented by proxies 
held by former officers and directors of 
tho bank. 

As soon as the meeting was called 
to order the stockholders were advised 
that Dr. W. H. Netherland. V. J 
R4ow and William Tafel have agreed to 
liquidate all the assets that were not 
accepted by the Commercial Bank and 
Trust Company when the big deal 
went through whereby the Continental 
Bank went out of existence. This met 
with the approval of the stockholders. 

At the meeting an Inventory of the 
assets that were left by the Commer¬ 
cial Bank and Trust Company was 
read and the value of each Item and 
commodity stated and explained. When 
this was completed the whole was to¬ 
taled and compared with par value of 
the stock. After the meeting the fig¬ 
ures were not given out. but It It un¬ 
derstood that those assets in the hands 
of tho committee, composed of Dr. 
Sutherland. Mr. Tafel and Mr. Blow, 
will repr^ent several hundred thou¬ 
sands of dollar*. 

Rrom now on it Is the plan of the 
committee to convert all tho assets 
left in their charge Into ready cash. 
As fast as tho property is turned Into 
money It will be divided among the 
stockholders, thus reimbursing them 
for their stock. The assets, according 
to Dr. Netherland. tire composed of 
real ewtate holdings, stocks, bonds and 
securities which were not taken by the 
Commercial Bank and Trust Company. 

The meeting yesterday wa« called 
about thirty days ago In accordance 
with the national banking laws. It 
was presided over by Douglass Webb, 
chatrman.

All testimony was taken to-day in the 
form of affidavits. Of the first dozen 
witnesses called, little information upon 
which lo bua peonage charges was 
elicited, the ' witnesses for the greater 
part declaring that their food had been 
bad and their treatment rough, but cit¬ 
ing no definite persons as being respon¬ 
sible. 

• • • 

Did Not Know of Strike. 


Alexander Friedman, a Hungarian, of 
New York, was the witness who made 
the sensational charges of the day. He 
said he was brought here fifteen days 
ago with the 150 other men from New 
York and alleges they were brought 
under false Impressions. He said the 
workmen were given to understand 
there was no strike at the works of tho 
Pressed Steel Car Company. He said 
/ie was In the plant several days before 
he learned of the strike, Friedman al¬ 
leged that the car company picked out 
the strongest looking imported work¬ 
men and made guards of them. He 
testified these guards handled the men 
in a rough manner. 

Friedman said he hnd been at work 
In the plant a few days when he was 
asked lr he did not want to mako some 
overtime money and when he replied 
affirmatively, he was taken to the 
kitchen of the commissary of th© car 
plant and told to work there. Friedman 
said he refused. After so doing, he 
said ho was roughly handled bv the 
workmen guards who took him to the 
boxcar Jails. Constabulary officers re¬ 
fused to lock him up, he testified. 

• • • 

Compelled To Work- 


Fried man said the workmen guards 
th«n took him before company officials 
and asserted tho officials said they 
would compel him to work In the kitch¬ 
en. This they succeeded In doing, ac¬ 
cording to the witness, who was also 
told that his pay for the hours enforced 
work would be his supper. 

Friedman did not say he had been 
forced to stay Inside of the car plant, 
but eftid he could point out men who 
had been compelled to remain at work 
against their wills. 

To-morrow the work will be contin¬ 
ued. the first witnesses to be called 
being car plant guards. 

United States District Attorney Jor¬ 
don refused to comment on to-day's 
disclosures, but it is now Fatd by those 
In a position to know, that suit on 
peonage charges will more than likely 
be filed agalnM minor officials of the 
car plant within the next ten days. A 
suit against President Hoffstot Is un¬ 
likely. according to attorneys interested 
In th© case.

The recent action of the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington In plac¬ 
ing a quarantine on all sheep In Ken¬ 
tucky bcouus© of the disease known as 
’soabies." now prevalent throughout 
the State, has resulted In a widespread 
movement on the part of sheep breed¬ 
ers of Kentucky organizing to eradi¬ 
cate the disease and the convention of 
sheep breeders at the Kentucky State 
Fair on Wednesday, September 15, 
promises to be the biggeat convention 
of its kinds ever held In the South. 
Just a* soon as the quarantine was 
first threatened by tthe department at 
Washington a movement was sot on 
foot to stamp out the disease, but it 
was soon seen that R would be neces¬ 
sary to have h meeting of all of the 
men Interested In the breeding and 
raising of sheep to discuss tho ques¬ 
tion and arrive at the most logical con¬ 
clusion and the one that would be the 
most effective in eradicating the dis¬ 
ease. 

It was then that J. W. Newman, sec¬ 
retary of the State Fair, and M. C. 
Rankin, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
evolved the plan of having a conven¬ 
tion of the sheep breeders at the State 
Fair, and Gov. Willson was asked to 
Issue a proclamation to the various 
county Judges and county attorneys of 
the State jus well as to the tfheep 
breeders, calling on them to meot here 
on September 15 to formulate a plan 
of action. In addition to this coil by 
GoV. Willson, the State Fair officials 
also have written to every county 
Judge and county attorney In the State 
asking them to select three or morp 
delegates from among the sheep breed¬ 
ers of their respective counties io at¬ 
tend Lhe convention. 

• » • 

Many Responses Received. 

Since these letters were sent out 
many responses have been received 
from th© county officials giving th© 
names of the d^egates appointed by 
them and also assuring the dtato Fair 
management of their hearty co-opera- 
don In Ifiie movement, and many of the 
delegates appointed by the various 
county Judges have sent letters of ap¬ 
proval to Mr. Newman and promising 
to use their influence to induce other 
sheep breeders of the State to attend 
the convention. It is realized by the 
sheep breeders of the State that unless 
the disease Is eradicated and tho quar¬ 
antine lifted within n short time the 
next spring’s crop of lambs will not 
bo permitted to be shipped out of the 
State, and with this condition existing It 
would mean a heavy loss to tlhe sheep 
Industry of the State. At the conven¬ 
tion on September 16 the entire SteJte 
will be thoroughly organized and 1m- 
mrdlate steps taken to save the sheep 
industry from ruin. 

The convention idea which prevailed 
with so much suoct«Mi at the Slate 
Fair last year will again be on© of the 
leading features of the exhibition this 
year and so far fifteen associations and 
organizations over the State have been 
called to meet In convention on the 
fair grounds during the week or ten 
days, thereby making the week of Sep¬ 
tember 13-18 one of th© biggest from a 
convention standpoint ever known in 
Louisville.

STORM WARNINGS TO

Kiosk “Weather Factory” Went Of¬ 
ficial Figures Seven Better and 
Recorded lOO Degree*. 


The conditions from early In the morn¬ 
ing until late In the evening were almost 
unbearable Old Sol biased In the sky 
until the brick and stone buildings down¬ 
town and the pavements that were un¬ 
protected by shade trees were hotter than 
the skillets wielded by his Satanic majes¬ 
ty's chief cook and bottle-washer. The 
leg-weary end tired pedestrian had only 
to lean with his hand against an Iron 
post or a stone building to raise s near- 
Ulster.

The* Journeymen Barbers decided to 
try to reach an agreement with the 
Master Barbers whereby they will be 
allowed 60 per cent, on the dollar with 
a guarantee of $12 a week. They are 
now getting 60 per cent on the dollar 
With a guarantee of $8. They also de¬ 
sire that the hour of opening of *hops 
be* changed from 7 o'clock In the morn¬ 
ing to 7:30 and the hour of closing 
from 8 o’clock tn the evening to 7:30. 
The rest of the meeting was devoted to 
routine business.

Bn-akfast* have 
grown stmpler; they no longer burden 
the digestion with many kinds of hot 
breads and meet# More Intelligence 
Is put Into the preparation of food for 
the table. The housewife's efforts ar 
now concentrated on dinner, the post, 
ponement of which to thv end of thu 
day Tins been a gain tor digestion.—

Henry Klauber Studies Fail- 
road King Harriman. 


LOUISVILLE MAN RETURNS 
HOME ON SAME S HIP , 


TELLS HOW PASSENGERS WAIT¬ 
ED TO CATCH GLIMPSE. 


STRONG MENTAL SNAPSHOT. 


Although Henry E. Klauber. a prom¬ 
inent photographer and art dealer of 
Louisville, hue traveled extensively in 
the past and brought back to his home 
many mementoes of Inestimable valut 
from foreign climes, he returned to 
Louisville a few' days ago from Europe 
with that In his possession which few 
Kentuckians have been fortunate 
enough to acquire. It Is h likeness of 
E. H. Harriman. the railroad king, 
which was taken from real life on Mr. 
Klauber's film of memory through his 
perfect lens of vision. 

The noted subject of the picture, Mr. 
Harriman. poaed for Mr. Klauber, not 
at Mr. Klauber'* request, however, on 
the deck of the big seagoing vessel. 
Kaiser Wilhelm LI., Thursday. August 
18. two days after the ship left Cher¬ 
bourg. France, bound for New York. 
Mr. Klauber had been sojourning in 
Europe tor several weeks and It was 
quite by chance that he boarded the 
same steamer back across the ocean 
that landed Mr. Harriman safely on hie 
native shore, Mr. Klauber last night 
exhibited the picture he took of Mr. 
Harriman In his mind's eye In an Inter¬ 
view. He said:

Saw Him Two Day* Out 


"I saw the gTeat Napoleon of finance 
for the first time on the deck of the 
vessel two days alter we weighed an¬ 
chor at Cherbourg. It was about 4:80 
o’clock In the afternoon of Thursday. 
August 18. when Mr. Harriman volun¬ 
teered out on the open deck In a roll¬ 
ing chair accompanied by an attend¬ 
ant. his physician and his wife and 
daughter. 1 happened along while Mr. 
Harriman was engaged In conversa¬ 
tion with Admiral Reeder of the United 
States Navy, and his daughter. Al¬ 
though he was wrapped In heavy fur* 
to protect him from the dank and 
heavy atmosphere I caught a good 
glimpse of tils face and the wonderful 
•yes. They were wonderful eyes. Indeed. 
They were large and round and there 
was a light In thorn that radiated over 
his whole countenance. They were the 
eyes th&t belong only to such men as 
Harriman. .and, of course, you know 
such men are scarce." 

Mr. Klauber further said that Mr. 
Harriman seemed a very sick man 
when he saw him talking with the Ad¬ 
miral on the deck. His face w*a* pale 
and emaciated and his voice was weak 
end piping. He was very thin and 
•light of figure. In Mr. Klaubei^s opin¬ 
ion the railroad king would weigh 
about 125 pounds His hair and mus¬ 
tache were of an Iron-gray color and 
•tlff-llke bristles denoting strength and 
power.

Passengers Stand and Gore. 


Mr. Harriman remained on deck talk¬ 
ing to Admiral Reeder fully an hour, 
during which time many of the pas¬ 
senger* on board stood at respectful 
distances and gaz«*d upon the cele¬ 
brated man for the flm tkne. It had 
been noised about when the vessel put 
out to sea from France that Mr. Har- 
rlmon was on board and, naturally, the 
passengers seised the opportunity to 
catch a glimpse of Mr. Harriman when 
he put In an appearance. Between the 
time of the departure and the hour 
when Mr. Harriman showed up on deck 
nearly every man and woman on th© 
ship had been on the watch for the 
genius of finance. 

Concluding his conversation with the 
Admiral and having had a good breath 
of the sea air. Mr. Harriman returned to 
hie stateroom, there to remain untn 
the Kaiser Wilhelm IL reached this 
country. Hs never appeared on deck 
any more and took ail his meals In hit 
staterooms.

Refuse* To Go Aboard Tug. 


Late In the afternoon on Tuesday of 
this week the vossel after taking on 
a pilot at Sandy Hook Lightship hoist¬ 
ed the two-black-boll aJgnal which 
means that control of the ship ha* been 
lost, and that, therefore, vessels must 
not venture too close.

They were not making automo¬ 
biles. aeroplanes and McAdoo tunnels 
then, the wonders of sir, earth and of 
the waters under the earth The great 
industry was nation-building. 

It was the shot that was heard around 
the world— -not a breakfast food—that 
went out of the gun where the embattled 
farmers stood at Lexington. 

The Boston tea party did not compete 
for an American cup to advertise inetr 
particular brand The overtaxed goods 
spoke for themselves and were disposed 
of without a dollar for publicity. 

The underfed Continentals at Valley 
Forgo did not have tx> he told that they 
needed a biscuit; and the millions of 
freemen who have come after them have 
never doubted tliut the patriotism UmU 
endured shat winter of privations was 
"absolutely pure." 

And Anally It was of the ship of stute 
launched to the accompaniment of a 
clanging liberty belt, that the signers of 
die declaration of independence exclaim¬ 
ed, “It float*!"

Absence of Advertising. 


We eeo now that the absence of ad¬ 
vertising was welt. Being a thing en¬ 
tirely of the upper chamber, the early 
American print kept Its windows open 
toward selr-governinont. and proclaimed 
the coming of the glory of the great re¬ 
public, without being awed by influence 
ar bribed by gain. 

Upstairs was conducted upon a very 
Kltle capital and a heap of conviction. 

The man who ran a newspaper about 
the time hie fellow-citizens were trying 
to run an independent government, didn't 
have muoh but a message and u hand 


an Inappreciable factor In newspaper sup¬ 
port.

Editorial Pago. 

The editorial page has prods lined with 
admirable national pride and elegance of 
diction the variety and greatness of our 
material achievements, but the page ad¬ 
vertisement dully appearing for the same 
concern, offer* the more vividly convinc¬ 
ing evidence of national recuperation and 
P^Urves since the war.

TO 


PRECAUTIONS WILL BE TAKEN. 


Washington, Aug. 26.—That tho 
Dutch ship "Andyk" Is en route to tho 
United States with cholera on board lx 
Inferred from a cablegram from the 
American consul at Rotterdam received 
by the Marine Hospital Service to-day 
through the State Department. The 
^cablegram read*; 

•^Cholera. Andyk. Wednesday, Balti¬ 
more.'* 

This message Is Interpreted as mean¬ 
ing that the "Andyk" sailed yesterday 
from Rotterdam for Baltimore with one 
or more cases of cholera aboard. 

The vessel Is a slow steamer and Is 
not fixpected to arrive off Cape Charles 
until about September 8 . In the mean¬ 
time the hospital service will take 
steps to prevent landing until a thor¬ 
ough Investigation shall have been 
made. 

Order Surgeon To Rotterdam. 

Washington, Aug 26 - Surgeon Gen¬ 
eral Wyman, of the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service to-night cabled 
Assistant Surgeon Robert A. C Wollen- 
burg. stationed at Naples, to proceed at 
once fo Rotterdam, where cholera has 
appeared, to assist American Consul 
Llstoe In seeing that the Treasury De¬ 
partment regulations regarding vessels 
sailing for the United States are car¬ 
ried out. The greatest precautions are 
to be taken to prevent the Introduction 
of the disease Into the United States. 

More Suspicious Cases. 

Rotterdam. Aug. 26.—Several suspect¬ 
ed cases of cholera have been reported 
In Rotterdam since the discovery of the 
disease here yesterday, notably among 
the occupants of a barge un board 
which a child had died previously. All 
the suspects have been quarantined.

The saying that "publicity oorrect# all 
abuses" la a true one. Advertising mokes 
you acqusJuted with the publle. It gives 
people knowledge about you and your 
goods, and knowledge is absolutely #*- 
sentlaJ to confidence. Big advertising 
looks like big «alea; It makes people fa¬ 
miliar with you: It unconsciously creates 
confidence. Without a doubt the greatest 
force to-day In the lntereat of confidence 
—In the Interest of credit, If you will—Is 
advertising.

Object of Advertising. 

The object of advertLeing Is to teach 
people to believe In you and in your 
goods; to teach them to think that they 
have a need for your goods and to teach 
them to buy your gooda 
And the object of a salesman when he 
goee Into hi* territory is exactly the 
Judging fn»m some of the adver¬ 
tising I see. ojid from what I know of a 

S eat many salesmen. 1 am convinced 
at neither the advertising man. nor the 
salesman hoa plainly before him the ob¬ 
ject he Is trying to aroompllsh. Of course, 
a xnan who does accomplish an object 
without knowing hlmaelf the object which 
he Is trying to accomplish is only a fortu¬ 
nate victim of an accident. We aJi know 
that this kind of on accident very seldom 
takes place.

Easier To Make Than Sell. 


I have been In the manufacturing busl- 
neos nearly all my life and I havo found 
that It Is much easier to make things 
than It is to sell them, ft took me some 
time to figure this out. It finally dawned 
ou me that the dlffer»-no© 1 » caused 
through the fact that in one oaee you 
deal mostly with machinery and metals, 
while in the other you deal entirely with 
the human mind. 

Yoa 
know exactly what a machine can do and 
exactly what It will do under given con¬ 
ditions. It Is very often automatic and 
requires little attention from anyone.* If 
is nearly always the same. It never 
change* its mind It is very seldom in¬ 
fluenced by outside conditions. Nearly 
everyone who ha* some rnon»*y can start 
a factory and manufacture things, but it 
doesn't follow that anyone can sell things 
after manufacturing. 

When you get on the other aide of It 
and try to deul with humanity, you face 
very different problem*. Humanity think*. 
It lias feelings. It ho* sensation*, decis¬ 
ions. prejudices. It changes its mind. It 
la Influenced by environment and the con¬ 
dition surrounding lb 

Here ts a peculiar thing about human¬ 
ity. It has always wanted and It wants 
now. teachers, leaders. People are will¬ 
ing to be Taught. The tpan who makes 
a great success, I don't car© whether he 
Is a buetnefi* man, a lawyer, a politician, 
or an advertiser, t* the on* who goes 
Into the textohing bustn**s. 

• • • 

The Connecting Link. 

Advertising and salesmanship form the 
connecting link between Invention ahd the 
use of any article. All the best inven¬ 
tions of the world would have fallen fiat 
had It not been for advertising and sales¬ 
manship—had It not been for leaching 
people the use of new things. Therefore, 
I think I will not be stating the csee too 
strongly to say that advertising and sales¬ 
manship have done more to push the 
world ah»*ad than anything else. Through 
advertising and salesmanship, men have 
b**en brought to see and to appreciate the 
blessings which the world affords. 

I believe If advertiser* could get all of 
their renders together in one large tent, 
and would be able to say to these read¬ 
ers what they are saying to them In 
print, that nlne-tenthe of them would 
change their copy. If wo were going to 
say the things to people ths^ we print, 
we would certainly be more careful. Yet 
there are more "bad breaks" being made 
to-day in Advertising than In almost any¬ 
thing else. Borne advertiser* seem to sav 
everything but the right thing to lh©ir 
prospective customers. They would not 
think of talking about these same things 
If they were talking to these people. 

• • • 

Should Give Reason*. 

It Is necseaary' for the new concern to 
give a reason why people should change 
their place of trading. If a man wants to 
start In the hardware business, the shoe 
business, or any other business, it is not 
enough merely to put an advertisement In 
the paper saying that you are in the *hn* 
business, or hardware bustnoas a.id ex¬ 
pect people who A re buying elsewhere, 
and are fairly W'ell satisfied, to change 
their place of trading, but in addition to 
stating that you are In the shoe business 
or the hardware business, you must give 
reasons why people should buy shoes or 
hardware from you. 

Next to the Importance of what you 
say Is the way In which you aay 1L It la 
so In talking-ft Is so in advertising. The 
set-up of an advertisement la like tho 
dress of a salesman Suppose a salesman 
would go Into a store to sell goods and 
would have on a hat of one color, a coat 
of another color, a vest of another end 
green trouser*. He might attract atten¬ 
tion. but he wojjld not mako much of An 
Impression. The set-ups of some ad\or¬ 
naments remind me very much of such 
wearing apparel for a salesman. Of 
course, this Is exaggerated, but neverthe¬ 
less you see the point. In my opinion an 
advertisement must be Just as simple In 
form aa the dress of a saleamsn. Fome 
people write an advertisement and then 
put a lot of red lines or heavy blick 
.Ines around It, or all kinds of curly-cues 
so that the moat Important thing about 
the "ad." Is the big red lines, o r the 
fancy type or the fancy border, woei, «.* 
a matter of fact, that la the very thing 
they want to subdue. Every! Jin,; must Im¬ 
ho arranged and the type so «.*t • h 14 at¬ 
tention l* called to the inu.d ’mportnnt 
thing, and that Is the statements you are 
making in the copy about the goods you 
want to sell. Every!.» »g must be sub. r 
dinnled to that. 

• • • 

Omit Self-Evident Things. 

Another thing In connection with ropy- 
I think that all self-evident things should 
lb* omitted, such aa "Are you In buslm** 

I to make money?**—"Are you satisfied 
with what you made last year?"—ami a 
number of similar clauses, all of which 
are f»x>llirti. and It Is foolish to waste 
time talking about tilings that are «>lf- 
evident Of course the rnan Is In busi¬ 
ness to make money, and of course he Is 
not satisfied with what he made last year 


If he can moke more thts year. Don't 
wraste time on noneaswittal things. 

J liave always claimed that all you can 
nopo u* do is to gM a man to read the 
first five or six line* of your copy, and 
If the first five or »lx lines are not In¬ 
teresting enough to cause him to read the 
halunce. the fault is yours. 

I consider that advertising is the great, 
eat business In the world viewed from 
many standpoints. In the first place, 
there is perhaps more money spent on 
advertising to-day than on nearly any¬ 
thing else you can think of. and yet it 
requires more skill and more care Tn the 
spending of It tlukn almost anything else 
connected with business. It seems to me 
that an adverthstng man has a right to 
feel proud of his profession. Not only 
because It Is a profusion which calls fot 
talent and Ingenuity on the part of those 
w'ho pnvotlce it, but more especially bf*- 
causo It Is the profession which Is do'.ng 
more than any other. I believe, to solve 
the world's biggest problem. The world's 
biggest problem Is the problotn of dis¬ 
tribution—the problem of getting things 
from wher* they are to when* they ought 
to be. It is the business of the adver¬ 
tising man to find markets; to ersate de¬ 
mand, and to cut down cost to the con^ 
sumer, or Increase the profit of the man¬ 
ufacturer as the case may be, through les¬ 
sening selling expense. It Is really won¬ 
derful when you stop to think of the In¬ 
fluence which an adv«*Ustng man onh 
wield and the opportunity for service to 
his employer and to the public which Is 
his, a good salesman is permitted to talk 
to one person at a time, or at best a half 
docr»n persons perhaps, but a good ad¬ 
vertising man has the privilege of talk¬ 
ing to millions at one time. There Is a 
great responsibility resting on the shoul¬ 
ders of advertising men. and an organiza¬ 
tion such as the Associated Advertising 
Clubs, and a gathering auch as till* one. 
are evidences that many of you reshxe 
these reapnnatbllltle* and are putting 
forth every effort to measure up to them. 
It has been a great pleasure and a gvskt 
profit to me to be with you, and I wish 
for all of you Individually, and for your 
organisation, the greatest measure of 
success.

“According to the letter which I re¬ 
ceived from the man who found the 
body, my uncle started to walk from 
Tormpnh to Goldfield when ho was 
found unconscious, having been «n#r- 
coine by the intense h**at and thirst. 

“The body was given a Christian 
burial by tb** association.*' 

Mr. Kunneclc* was for many years a 
photographer in Louisville and wus

Dr. Elijah Newland, who died 
while a resident in New Albany^ sev¬ 
eral years ago, was at one time Treas¬ 
urer of the State of Indiana. He w’as 
the grandfather of N. T. DePauw Dr. 
John Sloan was the father-in-law of 
Admiral George A. Blcknell. now resi¬ 
dent In New Albany Dr. Thomas Aus¬ 
tin was the father of Thomas E. Aus¬ 
tin, who Is now engaged In tho drug 
business at 226 West Main street. Dr. 
H M Dowling «iu the father of Judge 
Alexander Dowling, former Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Indi¬ 
ana. The descendant* of the others 
have passed away, Among the Jeffer¬ 
sonville physicians mentioned were 
Drs. Nathaniel Field, father of Dr. Da¬ 
vis Field, and Dr. Robert Curran. 

The physicians at this meeting re¬ 
solved that a brood line of distinction 
between scientific medicine and the va¬ 
rious forms of empiricism In vogue 
should be plainly marked and seen. 
Physicians were urged to exert their In¬ 
fluence with newspaper publishers and 
druggists to prevail upon them to with¬ 
hold their aid to such Imposture. 

And the physicians had their troubles 
In the good old days like they have 
now. Dr. Charles Bowman In recall¬ 
ing the meeting of forty-nine years ago 
yesterday said It was gratifying to him 
to be able to ear that he was one of the 
few survivors from Southern Indiana. 
Since the Indiana Medical Society was 
first organized It has grown In Influ¬ 
ence and it* efforts for good have been 
widespread. 

Population of New Albany. 

According to an estimate made by 
James L. Andereon, clerk of vital sta¬ 
tistics with the Indiana State Board of 
HotUth. the population of Now Albany, 
based on the school enumeration re¬ 
cently compiled Is 23,005. This basis Is 
not quite satisfactory to the New Al¬ 
bany Commercial Club, which Insists 
that the population 1* at least 25,000. 
The exact figures will be arrived at 
officially when the census Is taken and 
not before.

Llngle will receive applications for 
places up to the time of appointment, 
which will be within the next few 
weeks.

The congregation of St. Mary’s 
church has purchased additional 
ground adjoining the present cemetery 
property on the Charlestown read for 
cemetery purposes. This will extend 
the cemetery property line to Silver 
street on the Charlestown road and will 
be ample for buri&l purposes for the 
congregation for many years to come. 
It is the Intention of the directors of 
the cemetery to make immediate Im¬ 
provements. A landscape engineer has 
been engaged to lay out the new 
grounds and to beautify the old ceme¬ 
tery property.

KOENIG GOES FREE 


ROBERTS BROTHERS, ALLEGED 
COUNTERFEITERS, FTFTT.T) OVER. 


Secret Service Man Saya Printer Had 
No Guilty Knowledge of Work 
He Was Doing. 


About the time the alleged 1,000.000 
pesos counterfeiters were forgotten 
knowledge of their existence was again 
awakened by the examining trial of 
Morion C. Roberts and William Koe¬ 
nig before United States Commissioner 
Henry Casrin yesterduy. The trial re¬ 
sulted In the dismissal of all charges 
against Koenig, who printed the Mexi¬ 
can certificates In absolute ignorance 
of the alleged purpose of John Rob¬ 
erts to pti»s them, and the reduction 
of the bond of Marlon Roberta from 
615.000 to $2,600. John Roberts, the 
brains of the alleged fraud syndicate, 
waived preliminary trial and wus bound 
over by Mr. Casotn. along with his 
brother. Marlon. Neither of the men 
has been able to give bond and they are 
lying in Jail. 

Koenig, against whom all chargee 
have been dismissed, ts out under a 
bond of 6200. This amount ts merely 
to Insure his presence before the Fed¬ 
eral grand Jury as a material witness. 
Koenig was discharged upon the ad¬ 
vice and testimony of Secret Service 
Agent Donnella, who believes beyond 
the shadow* of a doubt that Koenig 
had no knowledge of what he was do¬ 
ing when he printed the Mexican coun¬ 
terfeits. _
